DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are objected to because of the following infomialities: acronyms "SPC", 
"DP" and "HW" must spelled out at least once in the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Regarding claim 2, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section miade in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hoffman 
(6,826,259). 

Consider claims 1 and 3, Hofi&nan teaches a simulated user call test system and method 
built in a digital SPC switch, comprising a back process module, a front call control process 
module and a hardware subsystem for performing a call test, wherein: the back process module 
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runs on a maintaining platform of the switch for providing an operation interface for a user to 
perform a call test setup, receiving call test result data transmitted by the front call control 
process module, and performing display and statistic process (col. 5 lines 32 - col. 7 line 19); the 
front call control process module is included in a main control module of the switch for receiving 
call test setup parameters provided by the back process module, controlling the hardware 
subsystem to perform a call test process according to a flowchart and user parameters set, and 
reporting a result of call test to the back process module; the hardware subsystem comprises 
function process units of the digital SPC switch for receiving instructions from the front call 
control process module, performing test including picking-up or hanging-up phones, detecting 
signaling tone, dialing, sending test tone, and talking, and reporting test results to the front call 
control process module (col. 5 lines 15 — col. 6 line 50). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 4-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
